These three persons had 
attended a meeting of the 
Shawsheen Avenue Associat- 
ion last Thursday evening, 
where, to use DeFelice's 
words, ‘the Betterment idea 
was like a lead balloon’.

Science and Indiwtry in the United States is having 
its part, too, in the local sq bl Teachers of 
Science are being lured from the classrooms by at- 
tractive working conditions in the laboratories. 

The only thing a School Committ can do when it can't 
get teachers, is to offer higher rat of pay. This 
year the Wilmington School Committee set a minimum rate 
of $3000 a year, for teachers. This is not higher than 
other communities, but it is a part of a tr 
Then there is the problem of men teachers. wore than 
women, it is the men who have been lured into industry. 
Some years ago men teachers were paid more than the 
ladies, Then the teacher's federations had legislation 
enacted which provided equal pay for men and women, (Qn 
the face of it, it was very fair legislation. The sq- 
mality of the sexes had be ablished. Why shouldn't 
women be paid the same as men, for the same work? Any 
man who would have had the temerity to rai 
would have found himself not only outvoted, 
shrilled, but convicted of being a 17th century moss- 
back. 

But there was a reaction, and today there are very few 
married men teachers in the public schools. They have 
gone, instead, into industry. 


Dependency Allowance 


Our local school committ in order to attract them 
back, has instituted a “De cy Allowance’, in which 
teachers who are heads of families get a small amount of 
money, $50. or $100. a year, in addition to-their re-

Now our School Committee budget is made up in accord- 
ance with the recommended practices of the state Depart- 
ment of Education It is- not necess#xily something that 
the local committees had evolved, but is, in fact, a part 
of a state wide condition, the result of various | aws 
which ha m enacted by the state legislature. jt 
was prepared after long and hard work by the School 
Committes. wynderstandably, it is larger than it ever 
has been ore, and it is still going to grow. pore 
pupils mean more teachers, and more teachers means more 
money. 

But, this is the year of the Tight Belt, as we have 
labeled it. Our Finance Committee is accustomed to go- 
ing through all budgets with a fine tooth comb, [n 
every other department this is perhaps, easy, In the 
school department it is a different matter. gur School 
Department has to conform to state laws which do not 
effect other departments. 

When the two committ 


met, a few weeks ago, there 
were some persomalities involved, and that was the be- 
ginning of the clash. Some members of the Finance Com- 
mittes wanted more information than the budged shows. 
Some members of the School Committee pointed out that 
the information is complete, and in accordance with 
what the state requires. Perhaps the people on both 
sides were tired, and perhaps there needn't have been a 
clash, but there was one. 

We all know what happened. 
the other members of the school committ and res- 
igned. She fwlt that the Finance Committee should have 
any information it asked for. The vote was five to one.
